June 
4 he was taken ill and June 5 was admitted to the sanatorium of the 
Colonia Espanola. 

The patient died June 11 ; an autopsy made June 12 gave typical 
evidences of yellow fever.

Bubonic plague made its appearance in Guayaquil in this month, as 
already reported. 

The total number of deaths officially recorded for February was 385, 
including plague 11, j^ellow fever 30, and smallpox 15. 

Month of March. Eight steamships were fumigated and dispatched 
by this office. 

In the same month 645 deaths were officially reported in Guayaquil, 
including plague, 119, yellow fever, 17, and smallpox, 17. 
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Month of April. Six vessels dispatched by this office, of which 
6 were fumigated. 

For the same month there were reported 475 deaths, including 
plague, 123, yellow fever, 20, and smallpox, 14.
